NEW MACHINERY TO BE SET UP. 


At the monthly meeting of the Mayo Mental 
Hospital, Dr. F, C. Ellison, R.M.S., stated 
that, as requested by the Committee, “he had 
written to the Inspectors of Lunacy regard- 
ing illegal admissions to the institution 


for some time, for which, he said, he could 


be held personally responsible. He 'received a

Preaching in Christ Church, Leeson 
Park, Dublin, yesterday, the Bishop of 
Tuam spoke of the danger of taking a 
cynical attitude towards the existing con- 
dition of affairs in Ireland.

Armed men at Cahir, County Tippeszary, 
have Kidnapped the male relations of a 
number of National Army officers as a 
reprisal for the arrest of a man said to be 
a leader of the anti-Treaty Party.

The Kiel Canal. 


In the first cause which was submiited 
to the Permanent Court of International 
. Justice at The Hague (real Briain 
and France appeared as the interested 
parties. 
Great Powers—France, Italy, Japan and 
Britain—occupying the réle of 
plaintiffs, and Germany is the 
fendant. Under the Treaty of Versailles 
the, equal and unhampered use of the Kiel 
Canal by the merchant fleets of afl nations 
is imposed as an obligation upon Ger- 
many. The custody, and control of the 
Canal, however, were left in Germany's 
hands and the Canal remains German terri- 
torr. Recently a British ship, chartered 
by a French firm, was refused admission 
to the Canal by the German authorities on 
the ground that she was carrying muni- 
tions to Poland, and that, as Poland was 
still technically at war with Russia, this 
transport of wer matcrial over German 
territory would have constituted a breach 
of Germany’s neutrality laws. 
the step was taken by the German Govern- 
ment for politica] reasons, but the matier 
presents itself as a matter of law. The 
plaintiffs contend that the transport of 
military material to belligerents both from 
and across their territories ia a right that 
International Law alwaysehas recognised 
to be vested in neutrals, Germany, there- 
fore, is under no obligation to Russia to 
prevent munitions from crossing her terri- 
| tory into Poland. Of course, she mar

Dr. Carl 
Bruhn, chief of the deputation, is underst>0d 
to have stated that the contracts, amounting 
to £2,000,000, have already been completed, 
and that a great deal of the coal vill ke 
shipped from Hull, Newcastle, and t<«.th 
Wales. The three agents, it is stated, are 
also contemplating the purchase sf bhig 1.p- 
plies of steel in this country, aad pvwr«‘lly 
from the United States. Many 3ritish rig 
iron firms also report the receipt of a 1 piubee 
of orders. 

Herr Stinnes may visit England in the 
course of a few days. A report that he bad 
entered into a working arrangement with a 
leading British steamship line in London was 
denied on Saturday by an officia] ef the 
company, who, however, added that it was 
probable that the Stinnes group were nego- 
tiating in this country for the purchase of a 
small secondhand tonnage. 

Hull coal exporters report numerous in- 
quiries from Germany for the supply of York- 
shire coal. Some of the inquiries are for as 
big quantities as twenty, thirty, and forty 
thousand tons, to be shipped during the laiter 
end of the present month and February. In- 
guiries are chiefly for South Yorkshire beet 
steam ‘‘ hards,’’ which have stiffened im pric 
for export sixpence per ton during the week, 

nd on Saturday quoted at twenty-six and 
sixpence to twenty-six and ninepence, while 
some holders are asking twenty-seven ghil- 
lings ner ton f.o.b. Hull. It is confidently 
expected that within a week heavy contracts 
will be arranged. 

Newcastle market also reports extensive in- 
quiries for coal, especially from Germany, 
for which buying is heavy.

STRIKE THREATS. 


rROTESTS BY THE WORKMEN: 
BANKS CLOSED.

Series of arrests yesterday of German mine 
operatora and officials, coupled with the volun- 
tary closing of all banks in Essen, has caused 
serious complications throughout the occupied

Lock-out. styike, and walk-out, ate 
threatened in every quarter—among miners, 
railwavmen, telegraplists, postmen, gas and 
electrica) workers. 

All the banke, having suspended business tn 
sympathy with the Reichsbank branch, which 
has been seized by the French, not only the 
industrial, but the commercial and domestic 
life of the region is threatened with paralvnis. 

The. French ordered the German Post Office 
authorities to string additional telegraph 
wires. Following instructions from Berlin, 
the Germans refused to do so. Two of the 
telegraph chiefs, Herr Junger and Herr 
Zehme, were immediately arrested. 

Yesterday afternoon the telegraph operators 
and Post Office employés, in a meeting, de- 
cided to etrike if the French refused to release 
these men. " 

he railway superintendent of the Essen 
region jvas arrested yesterday morning for 
refusing te send coal trains to France instead 
of Germany. 

At a bankers’ meeting Jast night, following 
the placing of French eentries, the officers of 
the Reichsbank decided to close their aoor, 
This action crippled activities in the city, 
preventing shopkeepers and others from draw- 
ing their weekly pay rolls, 

br. Von Lowenstien, secretary of the Mine 
Operutors’ Association, assured me that the 
varions mine .conmpanies have sufficient cach 
in hand to. pay of the miners, wio are paid 
every ten days.

move trains in the direction of France and 
Belgium, instead of Germany, as at present. 

if the superintendents, engineers, and other 
high grade personne? of the mines quit work 
in sympathy for. the six owners already 
arrested it is estimated that 50,000 skilled men 
would be needed to replace them, which is 
more than France can provide, even if she 
stripped and paralysed her own industry 
through the mobilisation of every available 
man. 

Beside these there are 550,000 anskilled 
miners in the Ruhr, averaging 3,000 marks 
daily in wages, who demand an increase to 
5,000, the standard wage of the: occupied 
region owing to the higher cost of living there. 
There are two billion seven hundred and fifty 
million paper marks needed daily to pay off 
the unskilled miners alone. 

Industrial leaders in the Ruhr, backed by 
Berlin, expect Great Britain and the United 
States to interfere, and force France to 
evacuate and agree to a drasiic revision of 
the entire reparations problem 

The operators do not deny that their plen 
of passive resistance means the complete 
paralysis of the industrial and economic 
business life of the Ruhr, and the imminent 
starvation oí the miners.

There are prospects that the foreign policy 
of the United States Government will shortly 
lead to a new hattle in the Senate between the 
Administration and the Senate Irreconcilables. 

The latter have indicated their readiness 
to stage an impressive demonstration against 
the Administration’s actiofis as relating to 
European affairs, as exemplified by tho 
activities and utterances of Mr. Robert Boy- 
den, the American ''cbserver ” on the Repara- 
tions Commission. 

Contending that the Administration has en- 
tered a form of participation in European 
afiairs not in keeping with President Hard- 
ing’s campaign pledges, the Irreconcilables. 
are planning to demand Mr. Boyden’s recall, 
and the absolute withdrawal of the United 
States from European affairs. What form this 
demand wil] take remains to be developed. 

The rapidly widening gap between the Ad- 
ministration and the Jrreconcilables came at a 
meeting of the Foreign Relations Committee 
yesterday, at which Senator Lodge presented 
a letter from Mr. Hughes explaining the status 
of Mr. Boyden in Europe. 

The Irreconcilables declared that the letter, 
which was not meade public, was not, entirely 
frank and wholly inadequate, as it did not 
furnish the desired information. 

Others resented the alleged secrecy on 
American foreign policy, and forecast that the 
President’s entire foreign policy would be 
subject to a forthcoming debate. 

The possibilities are that when the Boyden 
iseue is resumed in the Senate next week a 
resolution will be offered for his recall from 
Europe. But there is no doubt that it is the 
resent policy of the Administration to keep 
Mr. Boyden with the Commission at ail 
hazards. 

I understand that Mr. Hughes has expressed 
his willingness to appear before the Foreign 
Relations Committee and answer all questions. 
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MAIL BAGS ROBBED. 


VALUABLES STOLEN DURING

STATEMENT BY HOME| 


AFFAIRS MINISTER. 


Mr. Kevin O'Higgins, Minister for Home 
Affairs, gave audience to a number oí 
journalists on Saturday in Dublin. In the 
course of an informal conversation he stated 
that it was the intention of the Government 
to enforce the new law, when it was enacted, 
as it would be in the course of the next fort- 
night, so as to compel the payment of rents, 
taxes, and other just debts, which too many 
persons withheld, taking advantage of the 
anomalous state of affairs in the country for 
the last two or three years. The bill which 
he introduced inte the Dail on Friday would 
confer wide powers upon under sheriffs to 
execute decrees, and the military forces wonld 
be employed to assist and protect the sheriffs 
and their etafis. 

s Phat were granted by the courts 
for competsation for malicious damage to 
property would be carefully escrutinised.“Thers 
were cases in which there was no opposition 
to claims, and these were being particularly 
emmined by a committee under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Creed Meredith, K.C., who 
had acted as judge under the old Dail. 

Then the distance justices, of whom there 
were 25 functioning in so many areas, were 
doing their share in administering law and 
justice, and im operating the civil machinery 
in conjunction with the Civic Guard. There 
would be no honvrary magistrates like the old 
Justices of the Peace—that is to say, they 
would have no judicial functions to perform, 
and the few that would be retained would 
have power only to sign summonees, warrants, 
committal orders, etc. The question of re- 
forming the entire system of the administra- 
tion of the law from top to bottom would 
be inquired into by the Commission which 
the Dail had appointed for that purpose, and 
of which Lord Glenavy would he Chairman. 
The terms of reference to that Commission, 
he understood, had not yet been formulated. 


THE CIVIC GUARD. 

With reference to the Civic Guard, Mr. 
O'Higgins said that, notwithstanding the re- 
cent attacks by irregulars on members of 
that force, the intention te maintain 
them as unarmed police. To arm them would, 
in efiect, be playing into the hands of the 
anti-Government forces. The Civic Guard 
would do their duties better for being un- 
ermed. “I think,” said the Minister, “ that 
the irregulers would like to see the Civic 
Guard armed. It would give them an ercuse 
for attacking them and capturing their arms, 
as they have on a few occasions captured 
their uniforms. It is @ big strain on the 
men, but they have bravely stood up to that 
strain.” 

He believed that it would be a bad thing to 
arm the Civic Guard; 1t was better that the 
men should endvre hardship and siress, and 
hold their ground aa an unarmed civil force, 
than that they should be armed police, as the 
Royel Irish Constabulary were. 

There were 190 Civte Guard stations scat- 
tered all over the 26 counties, Kerry had 
four, Cork had seven, and Limerick hed 
nine. There were, eo far, only two posts in 
the County Mayo, which was parily due 
to the difficulty of obtaining suitable quarters 
in some parte. Up to date the total number 
of men recruited tas 3,000. (Qf these. 1,400 
were distributed throughout the country, and 
1.660 men were in training. It was the in- 
tention to raise a force of at Jeast 4,500 men. 
The civil machinery of the country was slowly, 
but surely, being built up, and the Civic 
Guard was the foundation of the structure. 
There had been some little trouble in the 
force, but that had been got over, and he 
was satisfied with the discipline and moral of 
the Guards, which waa improving week by 
week, The men had secured the good-will 
of the people in the country where Boy were 
stationed, and nothing but praise was heard. 


LIGENSING BUSINESS. 


The County Courts, which a year ago had 
ceased to function, were now working very 
successinily, and civil government in various 
directions was re-establishing itself. The 
licensing authority and the licensing jaw, as 
well as the hours of opening and closing of 
publichouses, are at present under the con- 
sideration of the Government, and lezislation 
dealing with these matters, ineluding illicit 
distillation, would be introduced in the near 
fature.

FOUR LIVES LOST.

of affsira in Ireland. Everybody, he said, 
was saying that peace was the thing that 
was wanted; but how many were assuming 
an attitude and behaving im stich a way that 
would never bring peace? . Far-seeing men 


were affirming that civilisation itself. was in. 


danger, and that presently we might be re- 
turning to barbarism. Men seemed to have 
become utterly reckless in the pursuit of 
their aim, end were ready to destroy any- 
thing, however precious, that seemed to stand 
in their way. here was no little temptation 
ta-day to say that the situation was beyond 
help, and that the folff of man must be 
allowed to work itself fout; that there was 
nothing to be done byt to withdraw as far 
as possible from the’ general confusion, and 
live to oneself. There was the temptation 
to say: “ Wé must just take care of ourselves 
as well as we can. We must hedge our- 
selves about as far as possible from feeling 
the troubles of the time.”’ Jt was a kind of 
self-defence to harden one’s heart and look 
with indifference, cynicism, and contempt on 
their fellow-men working out their general 
ruin. 

Here in our own country this was felt by 
many in regard to the affaira of this country. 
They saw the social fabric being smashed 
by misguided men, law and order defied, and 
the resources of their country destroyed. The 
taking of human life was very lghily re- 
garded, and a. great number of those who 
would not like to be guilty of violence were 
ready to appropriate what was not their own. 
The moral sense of the people had disinte- 

rated, and many «4 ek onlin was being 
ions under the cover of political disorder. 
It was not strange that people should 
become cynical, and decide that the situation 
was a hopeless one; but could they justify 
themeelves for ceasing to care or coucern 
themselves in anything but their own affairs? 


SEIZING THE OPPORTUNITY. 

‘ 

He could not suggest how, at the moment, 
they could get about influencing the affairs 
of their country for good by any external 
action that would help, and yet he believed 
the possibility of this should be kept before 
their minds and find a place in their prayers; 
for surely it did make a great, a real, differ- 
ence what attitude of mind and heart they 
maintained towards all that was now happen- 
ing. Surely it made a difference what service 
each man and woman of their faith and their 
Church could render in Ireland, and surely, 
if the opportunity were given, everything 
would depend on whether they were the kind 
of people that could see that opportunity and 
take advantage of it. Everything would 
depend on how they had prepared themselves 
for it, and if they could only find such oppor- 
tunity they would injure themselves most 
deeply if they had allowed their feelings to 
he dried up by cynicism, bitterness and 
selfishness. 

There was nothing, surely, more alien to the 
spirit of Christ than the closing of their 
hearta to their fellow-men; the refusal to 
share others’ troubles, however those troubles 
had been caused. Whether as individuals or 
sa a Church, they had no right to robe them- 
selves in a sense of superiority and give them- 
selves simply to the safeguarding of their in- 
terests end what they regarded as their 
rights. The anxieties of the times were great 
for all of them, but let them be strong. He 
did not forget that many in this country had 
and suffered deeply—members of 
their Church, more than their share, perhaps; 
yet their essential Christianity must not be 
submerged by the fact. Their thoughts and 
feelings, their desires, their hopes, their 
prayers, must have a wider range than that 
of their own circle. ‘They might be certain 
that many outside their Church were taking 
note of, and might be- influenced by, the 
behaviour of their Church people at this time 
and the spirit which they were showing. He 
would say that cynicism was a temptation to 
be guarded against as a real danger, as it 
must paralyse their better feelings and 
deprive them of their power to exert a help- 
ful influence. 

Pure motives, high ideals, fair-mindednee 
love. unselfishness—these things had 
places in their lives and thoughts .and they 
must be prepared to acknowledge and welcome 
such evidences of feeling as they could find 
of right intention and good-will.

BIG AMERICAN SCHEMES. 

The European public will soon realise the 
fuller benefits of an international radio ser- 
vice, tying im America, South America, and 
the Orient, according to Mr. Edward J. 
Nally, who arrived recently on the White 
Star liner Majestic, to attend conferences in 
Paris, London, Berlin, and Rome. where 
plans to mobilise the interests of American, 
French, Engiish, German, and ‘Italian radio 
companies will be discussed. 

Already plana for South America are in pro- 
gress, and a super-power station is being 
erected in Buenos Ayres for communication 
with North America, England, France, and 
yermany. This station will be open about 
June. Work has already begun on a similar 
high power atation, near Rio de Janeiro. in 
Brazil, with feeder statione of medium power 
at Pernambuco and Para. The two creat sta- 
tions will be the pivotal centre of South 
American radio communication, and from 
these two points signals will radiate to all 
parts of the globe.

GREEKS NOT TO INSIST ON 


COMPULSION.

M. Bompard returned last night from Paris, 
and soon after his arrival conferred with Ismet 
Pashu. The French delegate appeara satisfied 
with the result of his visit to Paris, and those 
who are interested in the finances of Turkey 
are optimistic, 

To-morrow will again be devoted to a dis- 
cussion by the Sub-Commission of the ex- 
change of populations, prisoners of war, and 
the question of Allied cemeteries. It is hoped 
that this will see the end of thee prolonged 
deliberations, 

With reference to the difficult question. of 
the- exchange of populations, the following 
figures, derived from the Greek census taken 
in 1920, are instructive. At that time the 
Turkish population in Central Macedonia was 
put down at 60,000, in Western Mace- 
donia 72,000, and in Thrace, including 
the Struma Valley, 112,000—in all 264,000.

From reliable information received from 
Allied sources, it is stated that Turkish mili- 
tary movements not only partake of the 
nattire of an offensive against the Greeks, but 
ate more general.

55.000 men. 

It appears that the Turks had not succeeded 
in sending a very large force to Thrace on 
account of the careful surveillance of the 
British Fleet, which, with the exception of 
two hattle cruisers, had been in the Dar- 
daneiles for four days, but during the last 
few days the Turks have managed to tran- 
sport clandestinely in the direction of Thrace 
a quentity of arms and ammunition captured 
from the Greek Army during the Asia Minor 
campaign 

Thev are reported to be feverishly arming 
the Thracian peasants. However, Allied 
circles do not place any great importance on

The Shrievalty in the twenty-six counties 
is at present in a state almost of dissolu- 
tion. <A -condition of. the High Sheriff's 
warrant of appointment is that he shall hold 
office until his successor is appointed. As a 
rule, every High Sheriff held office for cne 
year only, and bis principal duties consisted 
in receiving the Judge pt Assizes twice a year 
—namely, at the Spring and Summer Assizes. 
He also hed. to summon the grand jury for 
those Assizes, and he was nominally t head 
custodian of the courthouses in his county. 
If the Under-Sheriff, for any reason, failed to 
secure the séfvices of the public hangman, 
when a convicted s ace | had to be rr 
the unpleasant duty of carrying ou 
náir the law fell upon the High Sheriff, 
and he could not escape it without incurring 
a heavy penalty. If, after a petson had been 
select by the Lord Lieutenant for the office 
of High Sheriff, he refused to accept it, he 
incurred a penalty.  ' ; 

e usual mode of selection wes that the 

judge, at the Summer Assizes, selected the 
names of three members of the jury 
as fit and proper persons to hold the office of 
High Sheriff. These names were submitted to 
the Lord Lieutenant, and he usually selected 
the first-named of the three. The turn of the 
other two came in the years immediately 
ollewing. 
' As ap iiee went on Circuit throngh the 
twenty-six counties last year (1922), they were 
not in a position to recommend any person to 
the Lord Lieutenant, and so the old procedure 
lapsed. The matter has been the subject of 
some.correspondence in the Ir) Times re- 
cently. he High Sheriff of a Free State 
county. writes :-- 

“T got my warrant from the Iste Lord 
Lieutenant, Lord FitezAlan, early last Eo 
appointing me High Sheriff for 1022. Later 
on I was sworn in, and have done ev hing 
required by-the holder of that office. Í beve 
sent in the names of three people as those 

nalified to hold the offices of High Sheriff 
this year (1923). As none of these has been 
sworn in, I am still High Sheriff ‘during the 
King’s pleasure.” Other High Sheriffs have 
been sworn in for the warious counties.” . 

The writer of this letter, according to his 
own statement, undertook a duty which did 
not belong to him, when he “sent in the 
names of three people as those qualified to 
hold the office of High Sheriff.’ That was 
the duty of the Judge of Asaizes.

country and of our own city, the incon- 
veniences, and even dangers, to which in- 
experienced girl and women travellers arriving 
in Dublin are exposed, which are always con- 
siderable, are now greater than usual, and the 


need for some agency to safeguard them, there- 


fore, is more pressing. The work of meetin 
boats and trains and helping such earr 
has, since the Irish Girls’ Protection Crusade 
dissolved some two years ago, been under. 
teken by the Irish Women Patrols. During 
the last twelve months alone more 
thousand women and girls have been helped 
by our workers.

Averaging these, it wa accepted as the 
general sense of the meeting that the terms of

Thie National Executive was selected there, 
and then at the Convention, and met imme- 
diately afterwards, Mr. D. J. Gorey being ap- 
pointed by vote to the chair. A Standing 
Committee, consisting of two representatives 
from each province, with the Chairman acting 
ex-officio. was set up, and the business thus 
concluded. To make it quite clear—the only 
matters considered at the Convention, apart 
from the . setting up of the Executive and 
Standing Committee, were the terms of a 
future Land Bill. “ 

This is a correct ofitline of the proceedings 
at the I.U.T.A. National Convention, and 1 
hone it will sufficiently explain matters to 
nermit such few nnpurchased ‘tenants as may 
he momentarily. misled to judge of the real 
position of affairs.

JOURNALISTS .COMPLAIN OF 
FAVOURITISM. 


Mr. J. V..Mehony, outgoing Chairman, pre- 


sided at the annual meeting last Saturday of 


the Dublin and Irish Association District of 


the Institute of Journalists. 


The annual report recalled the action of the 
Committee in reference to the armed attacks 


made early last year upon the offices of certain | 


newspapers in Dublin and the provinces and 
the representations made to the Provisional 
Government and the Dal Cabinet—action 
which, in some. measure, had the effect of pre- 
venting a continuance of a campaign which, 
if unchecked, might have left every Imsh 
journalist without means of livelihood. Many 
members whose papers were temporarily sus- 
pended or altogether shut down becausé of 
the conditions in the country were able to fall 


back upon the Unemployment Fund. In this 


way membera had most practical.proof of the 
solid advantages of fae Institute. The 
report tendered congratulations to those mem- 
bers who had been appointed upon the official 
reporting staff of the Saorstat Parliament, and 
mentioned that Mr. Charles Chillingworth had 


been elected a ‘Fellow in recognition of his 
_achiévement last year in raising in -Ireland 


almost £2,000 for the Press Fund. 

The outgoing Chairman reviewed the work 
of the year, dwelling upon the great diffi- 
culties and dangers that had been successfully 
surmounted. He expressed the belief that de- 
velopments in 1922 were most likely to exert a 
favourable infinence towards the betterment 
of the remuneration and general conditions of 
Irish journalisis 

THE NEW CHAIRMAN. 
Upon taking the chair, the new Chairman, 


Mr. W. C. -Chillingworth, returned thanks. 
There was, he pointed out, nothing that: any 


organisation could.do for Pressmen that was 


not within the power of the Institute. : There 
was only one way in which it differed from 
other bodies; it did not say,' “ You mmst be- 
long to us or you cannot earn your bread asa 
journalist”; but he thought that the time was 


fast coming when the Institute would have to 


take up some such attitude. 

The Irish Government, proceeded the Chair- 
man, seemed to have overlooked the Press as 
e factor in good government. They did not 
treat the Press as 1t should be treated—a sort 
of half-way house‘ between the people and 
Ministers. The electors had a inh to know 
what the Government that thev had elected 


was doing; the more information given the 


more was the confidence that. would be felt in 


the Government. Latterly bitter complaints 
had been made by journalists representing 


Irish newspapers that they were being unfairly 
dealt with. Those journalists had in some 


cases been refused information which, to their 


chagrin, they read in the English newspapers 
on the next day. Irish journalists claimed ‘the 
right to obtain information for the Irish public 
at least as easily and as speedily as gentle- 
men Cg British and foreign papers 
in Dublin. 

Mr. W. Clarke, io dealing with another 


aspect of the question, protested that there 


ought to be no holding back. of news early in 
the day, so as to deny it to the evening papers 
and reserve it for the morning publications. 

Mr. P. Hoey joined “the protest, quoting 
another instance of discrimination against par- 
ticular journalista. 

A deputation representing all the metro- 
politan newspapers was appointed to wail 
upon President Cosgrave on the subject. 

Mr. M, J. Callan was elected vice-chairman, 
Mr. J. V. Mahony hon. treasurer, arid Mr. H. 
Briscoe hon. auditor. The following were re- 


elected :—Mr T. W. Murphy, representative 
on Council; Mr. T. O'Donnell, hon. secretary, 
and Mr. H. J, Honohan, ‘Press hon. ‘secretary.

TROPICAL PRODUCE EASIER FOR 
FORWARD DELIVERY. 


The market for tropical produce has been 
considerably quieter during the past week, 
but a firm tone has been maintained (writes 
our Liverpool Commercial Correspondent), and 
general indications point to a further revival 
of business at the earliest opportunity, Prices 
.are being wel! held for all material for early 
arrival, but there is a tendency for distant 
positions to show an increasing discount. With 
regard to palm oil, quotations moved slightly 
early in the w eck in favour of buyers, but, 
with a continuance of the S nited Statea de- 
mand, prices soon recovered, and ggg 
there is little variation on the wee! Im- 
porters are waiting for support from the home 
market, and also from the Continent, before 
any appreciable improvement in values will 
be noticeable. The recent scarcity of hard 
regulars is not now go pronounced, and 
although for immediate delivery full prices 
are still exacted, it is possible in this par- 
ticular quality to buy well forward at a dis- 
count of fully 30s. per ton. In the case of 
soft regulars, where the immediate demand 
has been so persistent, the discount for spring 

arrival is only about, 2s. 6d. to 6s per ton. 
In near positions a premium of about ós. per 
ton is generally obtainable for parcels carry- 
ing transit options, but these secure no ad- 
vantage for future arrival, although parcels 
carrying these options are generally given 
preference. The week’s sales are estimated 
at about 2,000 tons, with Lagos quoted £365, 
Benin £35 5s., and Sherbro £34. Shipping 
reports indicate that arrivals during the next 
week or so will be on a much larger scale than 
thev have been for some considerable time. 
Refined oils have shown very little alteration 
during the week, but consumers are display- 
ing more interest, and an improved business 
is “being put through. In nut oils the market 
continues inactive, without any trading of im- 
portance reported. Prices generally are un- 
changed. Ground nuts have kept fairly 
steady, previous quotations being repeated for 
the most part. The market for cocoa continues 
to be quiet, with spot business in limited 
volume, and forward trading not of much im- 
portance.
